Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Informed Mr. Highlander that claims 28-29 and 31 which were 
examined are missing from the amendment after final and there is no information regarding cancellation of the claims. 
Discussed the rejoinder of method claims, and informed Mr. Higlander that claims 6-7, 9-13 and 15-19 are problematic 
as the claims raise issues under 112, first and second paragraph, for example claims 7, 9-13 and 15-19 lack 
antecedent basis for "said additional antimicrobial agent". Claim 6 recites "introducing the antimicrobial peptide into an 
environment" and there is no indication as to how to introduce or what environment. Further, claims 23 and 25 depend 
from claim 28 which is not listed in the amendment as pending or canceled. Also ilnformed Mr. Highlander that the 
product claims are free of the prior art, Mr. Highlander plans to amend the product claims and method claims to remove 
the recitation of the one letter amino acid codes as it creates spaces in the claims based on the length of the 
sequences. Mr. Highlander informed me that the amendment needs to be resubmitted as an automatic numbering 
system was used which affected the claim dependencies, thus, requested non-entry of the amendment.
